The trip from Lily Dale to the Florida 
Camp — with few exceptions was de- 
lightful. Our party of thirteen persons 
stopped at Chattanooga found comfor- 
table accommodations at the “Tschopik 
House” (pronounced Shopik) with evéry 
possible attention from the host and 
hostess. and servants as | wells Henry 
Thompson a colored boy from the Tscho- 
pik, proved a very efficient guide in es- 
corting us through the National Ceme- 
tary and historical parts. of the city, 
showing us the locations and giving des- 
criptions of the different battles and re- 
lating thrilling incidents of thelate war. 


Lookout Mountain should be seen by 
every one; the granduer can never bedis- 
cribed by tongue or pen. We were tak- 
en straight up the mountain eighteen 
hundred feet, on an incline railway. It 
seemed in some places like we were riding 
almost perpendicular to the sky; Edward 
Fredric who is a colored man and with 
a mania for using big words, accompani- 
ed us on this trip and kept us constantly 
amused. He remarked when we arrived at 
the highest point, that if the cable 
should break there would be a “‘hetero- 
genious conglomeration at the foot of 
the hill” and found no opposition to his 
statement. ` 

While the thought of being pulled into 
the air eighteen hundred feet high is al- 
most blood curdling, still the incline road 
is considered one of the safest in the 
country and has been running many 
years without the slightest accident. The 
ride in the trolley, around High Bluff is 
thrilling. It runs on the summit of the 
mountain to Sunset, Park, Garden of the 
Gods, Natural Bridge, Glen View, Point 

Hotel and Point Lookout, where seven 
States can be seen, with a variety of 
magnificent scenery of intense historical 
interest. Our facetious guide remarked 
that should we happen to fall from this 
bluff we would feel “conspicuous,” and 
would need to “turn sidewise to keep 
from flying.” 

We stood with awe on this battle 
ground “above the clouds,” while we 
wondered if there were not a better way 
to settle all these national difficulties, if 
the best blood of the world, the most 
perfect physical manhood, must always 
be sacrificed to maintain an idea of Nat- 
ional Honor, and the National Cemetary 
at Chattanouga, where so many thous- 
and soldiers are resting, seemed like a 
black blot on the wisdom, goodness and 
diplomacy of our National Representa- 
tives, and a disgrace to the intelligence 
of the Nineteenth Century. 
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We arrived at camp in due time, fa- 
tigued with the long journey of course, 
found the northern blizzard had overtak- 
en us, making the weather unusually 
cool for November. A little fire was ac- 
ceptable in the evening, but. as I am 
writing the doors are open, the sun is 
shining and the weather like a northern 
June day. 

And now about the work in contem- 
plation; the lumber is ordered for the 
improvements on the Hotel and Apart- 
ment House. Several rooms in the Hotel 
are ready to receive guests who wish to 
spend the winter in this delightful climate. 
Mrs. A. M. Sherman, so well known at 
the Leolyn House, Lily Dale, N. Y>is 
ready to cater to the appetites of the 
most fastidious. Mrs: C. P. Pratt, occu- 
pies her pretty and home-like cottage 
near the Lake. Mr. and Mrs. VanDuzce 
have taken rooms in the Apartment 
House. Mrs. Nutting occupies Mrs. 
Northrups Cottage. Mrs. Mary North- 
rup, Mrs. E. H. Thompson and Miss 
Belle Gardner have taken rooms in the 
Hotel. Nearly every cottage is engaged 
as well as several rooms in the Apart- 
ment House and by the last of this month 
will be occupied.

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INSPIRATION. 


Real and Imputed. 
By J. P. COOKE. 


To the higher range of inspired utter- 
ance there is a conciousness of a higher, 
more interior power. A divine influence 
within which breathes the holy fire by 
which the subject is animated, 

In genuine inspiration, we must admit 
the exalted ideas and thoughts which 
come without our volition. 

All learning, science, or work which is 
the achievement of a preconceived mind, 
is, we take it, outside the category of 
inspiration. As instinct is to the animal 
nature such is inspiration to the higher 
faculties of the soul in man. It is not 
voluntary. It isnot on tap at our com- 
mand. 

If the labor is such as to be achieved 
by the steps of steady toil and persever- 
ance it is a voluntary fabrication. It is 
not inspirational. 

It suggests the idea embodied in the 
doctrine of Logos, that it is an appear- 
ance to beings who have something of 
a divine spirit within them, of a yet 
diviner spirit without and beyond them, 
leading them to the most divine of all, 
which embraces them both. It is of 
great moment that we shall believe in 
genuine inspiration. But what is the 
test of the genuine article? That only is 
inspired which communicates inspiration, 
to you or tome. That which lifts us, 
that warms the heart, quickens the rea- 
son, leads us to better life, better work. 

But along side of the genuine there is 
a*counterfeit presentment.” A large vol- 
ume of books and writings, have, for 
certain reasons, been declared “inspired.” 
Their inspiration has been imputed by 
church councils, one of the business tricks 
of priestcraft—to hoodwink and over- 
awe the humble minds, and to. impose 
their authority. -It was one means of 
overcoming the poor and unprivileged. 

The Hebrew Scriptures have been called 
the “Word of God,” but how much is 
there in this phrase? It is to be left now 
to individual opinion. 

A thousand years, at least, was con- 
sumed in the compilation of the Old Tes- 
tament; about fifteen hundred years in 
making the New Testament, as a canon 
of Scripture. The arrangement of these- 
writings was made under great difficul-. 
ties. Books were let in and thrown out 
without critical or philosophical reason.. 
For more than one hundred and fifty 
years there was no New Testament what-- 
ever. There was no collection of Christ-- 
ion writings, as distinct from Jewish, 
until several hundred years had elapsed 
after the death of Jesus. Can. we 
believe that books thus collected, thus 
precariously preserved and loosely group- 
ed, thus left apparently at the mercy of 
ignorance, dogmatism, partisanship, sec-- 
tarian, jealousy and passion, were dic- 
tated by this Divine Spirit? That they 
were so pervaded and controlled as to- 
contain nothing but truth? Such a sup-- 
position is astonishing. Then we must 
remember that the dogma of “‘inspira- 
tion” was only lately adopted by the 
church. The early controversies ran on 
themes such as “redemption,” the true 
“nature of Christ,” ‘‘trinity,’’ “deprav- 
ity of man,” issues of the hereafter and. 
of eternity. The Doctrine of the Inspira-— 
tion of the Scriptures came after others. 
were disposed of. 

Even on moral and religious themes it 
is not in agreement with itself. As O. B. 
Fothingham and other scholars have 
shown there is no consent of doctrine; 
there is no sympathy of sentiment; there 


is no uniform law or promise or gospel.

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THE DIVINING ROD MYSTERY, 


An English Professor Makes an 
Explanation After a Care- 
ful Inquiry. 


The second installment of an elaborate 
report by Prof. W. F. Barrett on the 
“so-called divining rod” has just made 
its appearance, Prof, Barrett is a mem- 
ber of the Royal College of Science for 
Ireland and Dublin, and has taken an 
active part in the work of the Society 
for Psychical Research, 

Three or four years ago Prof. Barrett 
undertook a thorough investigation of 
the subject, collecting all the stores he 
could obtain regarding the use of a 
forked twig for the discovery of water 
and minerals, sifting them carefully, seek- 
ing such corroboration as might be 
available and planning experiments of 
his own, The first part of his report, 
which came out in 1898, cited 152 cases. 
The second furnishes many more, some 
of them having been conducted under 
Prof. Barrett's supervision. A third in- 
stallment is promised and will deal 
largely with the hunt of metals with the 
divining rod, 

In describing the operation of “dows- 
ing,” as this use of the forked witch 
hazel twig is locally called in England, 
Prof. Barrett that the operator 
usually holds the Y by the prongs, so 
that the stem projects in front of him 
and inclines upward slightly. When the 
dowser passes a spot where water is 
supposed to exist, the twig rises to a 
vertical position, striking him on the 
breast. The dowser himself often ap- 
pears exhausted by his effort, even com- 
plaining of sickness or giddiness and 
breaking into prespiration. These are 
so marked in instances that he discards 
the twig altogether and is guided by his 
sensations alone. During the operation 
the dowser fixes his attention on the tip 
of the twig and becomes oblivious to the 
world around him. 

minent people, as well as those who 
are not conspicuous in public life in Eng- 
land, employ dewsers, Prot. Barrett in- 
cludes Lords Salisbury and Lansdowne 
among their patrons, There are scores 
of professional dowsers in the United 
Kingdom, to say nothing of the Conti- 
nental Europe, the United States and 
Canada, Amateurs also practice the 
art. In his first report Prof. Barrett 
pronounced fairly successful 140 of the 
150 attempts recorded, Rejecting the 
experiments of amateurs, he gets 95 suc- 
cessful results out of 105 cases. In the 
second report he finds the proportion 
about the same, but he admits that dow- 
sers may not report their failures so 
fully and frankly as their hits. Still, he 
does not estimate the failures at more 
than 10 to 15 per cent of the attempts. 

Two sets of experimens have been tried 
with a view to ascertain the genuine 
ness of the phenomenon. In one a sec- 
ond or third operator was taken over 
the same ground as the first, and the re- 
sults of their divination were identical 
and successful. Some of the leading 
spirits in the Society for Physical Re 
search, hold that when the ordinary 
senses are lulled to inactivity by sleep, 
natural or hypnotic, a few persons of 
a peculiar organization exhibit a power 
of perception and a susceptibility to ìn- 
fluence which is unlike that experienced 
by other people or by the same people 
under other circumstances. Prof. Barrett 
regards this possession of a “‘supernorm- 
al” faculty the most satisfactory theory 
regarding the discovery of water with a 
witch hazel twig. He thinks that the 
successful operator is selfhypnotized by 
fixing his attention on the twig. He 
says: ‘This subconscious perceptive pow- 
er, commanly called ‘clairvoyance,” may 
provisionally be taken as the explan- 
ation of those successes of the dowser 
which are inexplicable on any grounds 
at present known to science. ™— Baltimore 
Sue.

. EXCAVATIONS AND EXPLORATIONS. 


November 15 we presented the second of 
a series of articles on the explorations 
of the mounds, monuments, etc., left by 
prehistoric races. 

Many ask, “Of what benefit is this line 
of research? What good does it do hu- 
manity?”’ The reasons for such work are 
manifold. For many centuries we have 
been told in a desultory way of the vast 
nations who have preceded and for cen- 
tures all the information we had on them 
was that derived from Josephus and 
the Bible. 

To quote Josephus as authority for a 
biblical statement was equivalent to 
quoting Josephus to prove Josephus while 
the Bible maintained the same position 
towards Josephus. 

It was therefore a great step in ad- 
vance when scholars learned to decipher 
the monuments of Egypt and to read the 
history of the rise and fall of prehistoric 
Nations by the relics they have left in 
their mounds and cemetaries. 

These excavations throw a great light 
upon historical topics. The Egyptian 
monuments, written upon in cuneform 
characters, tell a story of life that is far 
back of any records that have been re- 
tained by man. The 6000 year old Earth 
is but an infant compared with the 
Earth shown to us by these relics. The 
story of man’s fall from a perfect state 
crumbles to dust before the evidences 
presented to us that the human family 
was the result of a slow growth from 
cruder to more perfect forms and from a 
crude mathematical and mechanical 
knowledge to a higher one. 

So far as religion is concerned, it dis- 
proves any and all of the claims of re- 
vealed religion as expressed in the Chris- 
tian Bible. -Even Prof. Sayce, the great 
Egyptologist and Maspero, the still 
greater Assyrian explorer, admit that 
the monuments as found do not tend to 
throw any great credit upon the Bible 
as a historic book. Then if the histori- 
cal is not correct, why should we feel it 
incumbent upon us to accept the pro- 
phetical which no one can prove or dis- 
prove? We may, as do ‘these worthy 
gentlemen, take refuge in the statement 

jat “because they have not been found 
: 9 no reason they will not be.” This is 
logic, but we ure watching for that evi- 
dence. 

In the meantime THE SuNFLOWER will 
continue toSgive the world the result of 
these explorations and will try to keep its 
readers posted; on all topics pertaining 
to the Progressive and Religious Thought 
of the world.

It is in no respect a 
1e to set this before us as an end. 
be 4 to save ends when just enough 
ménty has been put aside to provide 
comfortably for those dependent upon us. 
Hoarding millions is avarice, not thrift. 

Of course, under our industrial con- 
ditions, it is inevitable that a few, a very 
few men, will find money coming to 
them far beyond their wants.’ There are 
men who have millions and who con- 
tinue to pursue money-making only to 
collect more millions for hoarding. That 
is, as I have said, a very different thing 
from thrift.and the making of a modest 
competence. The accumulation of mil- 
lions of dollars is usually the result of 
enterprise and judgment, and some excep- 
tional ability for organizition. It does 
not come from savings in the ordinary 
sense of that word. .Men, who in old 
age strive only to increase their already 
too great hoards are usually slaves of 
the habit of hoarding formed in their 
youth. At first they own the money 
they have made and saved. Later in life 
the money owns them, ‘and they cannot 
help themselves, so overpowering is the 
habit, either for good or evil. 

It is the abuse of the civilized saving 
instinct, and not its use, that produces 
this class of men. No one need be afraid 
of falling a victim of this abuse of the 
habit, if he always bears in mind that 
whatever surplus wealth may come to 
him is to be regarded as a sacred trust, 
which he is bound to administer for the 
good of his fellows. 

If the man resolves and faithfully ad- 
heres to his resolution never to hoard 
money, but to put each year's surplus to 
uses beneficial tofothers, then the money- 
making habit may still be{classed among 
the virtues, The man must always be 
master. He must keep money in the pos- 
ition of a servant; he must never let it 
be master and make a miser of him. 

Burns expresses a truth when he de- 
clares that sayings are precious because 
they make man independent. As he was 
a very poor man himself, to be indepen- 
dent of others naturally seemed to him the 
great aim of life: but great wealth is even 
more desirable, since it permits one to be 
of service to others.
